T’he  estimated  impulatioii  for  the  Birtli  Rate  is 
14,t)d0,  and  tor  the  Death  Rate,  12,522. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  supply  from  the  Corporation  AV'orks  con- 
tinued to  be  satisfactory.  Two  samples  were  submitted 
for  Examination,  and  the  certificates  received  stated  that 
the  water  was  satisfactory  in  every  respect. 


Uiii'ing  the  year  16  samples  were  taken  from  Piihlic 
Pumps,  and  of  the'sei  10  were  fonml  to  l)e  of  inferior 
quality.  iN^o  ])umj)s  were  closed.  In  addition,  5 sami)Ies 
were  taken  from  Private  lOimps,  and  O of  these  were 
fonjid  lo  l)e  unsatisfactory;  none  of  these  pumps  were 
closed.

16  informal  sami)les  of  milk  Mere  sent  to  the  Lorouoh 
Analyst  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination; 
one  Mas  found  to  have  T%  of  added  M^ater,  hut  a formal 
sample  taken  later  M-as  found  to  he  g'enuiue. 

MEAT  SUPPJAL 

During  the  year  the  Dairies,  Milkshops  and  CoM  sheds 
have  heeu  legularly  inspected  hy  the  Veterinary 
InspectO'i',  and  have  gmierally  heen  found  to  he  in  a 
satisfactory  condition.  The  butchers’  shops  ami 
slaughter  houses  have  been  constantly  visite<l,  and  the 
carcases  of  754  beasts,  2,444  sheep  and  522  jhgs  examined. 
Df  these,  4 beasts  Mere  found  to  be  tubercular  and 
destroyed.  A large  quantity  of  imported  meat  has  also 
been  examined,  and  several  quarters  of  beef  have  been 
seized  and  destroyed.

The  number  of  notifications  received  during'the  year 
M as  160,  as  con)])ared  M'ith  505  in  the  previous  year.  The 
notifications  received  M’ere  as  follows: — Diphtheria,  5; 
Erysipelas,  8;  Measles,  146;  Scarlet  Fever,  4;  Flnteric. 
lever,  4;  Dphthalmia  Neonatorum,  1;  Pulmonary  Tubei-- 
<-ulosis,  20;  others  forms  of  Tuberculosis,  4. 

DIPIITIIEPIA. 

1 the  five  cases  notified  2 M'ere  fatal.  ’The  incidence 
of  this  disease  has  miu  h diminished  in  recent  yeai’s. 


MEA8J.KS. 

EJO  cases  were  notified,  as  conijrared  with  522  in  the 
previous  year.  ( )ne  case  proved  fata]. 

EXTEKIC  EEVEE. 

Eour  cases  of  Enteric*  Fever  were  notified,  of  whi(*]i 
one  was  found  to  have  been  iinpoited  ; this  latter  case 
proved  fatal. 

The  diaf>nosis  was  confirnied  hy  Icacleriolooical 
exaniination  in  three  cases.  All  the  cases  occurred 
between  the  a«>-es  of  14  and  24,  and  they  were  all  notified 
i7i  sej)arate  nnjnths. 

TUEEKCEIJ  )SIiS. 

42  cases  were  notified  dui-ing*  the  yeai*,  as  com})ared 
with  47  in  1917.  ( )f  these,  29  were  due  to  Tuberculosis  of 
the  lungs,  and  4 to  .Tuberculosis  of  other  regions.  Two 
cases  of  Euhnonary  4'uberculosis  occuried  amongst 
troops. 

IT  deaths  were  due  to  Pulmonarv  Tuberculosis,  and

2 to  other  forms  of  the  disease.  Tn  lf)l7  the  total  numbei 
of  deaths  from  all  forms  of  the  disease  was  29. 

JXFAXTIEE  iirTALITV. 

riie  total  nund)er  of  deaths  under  one  year  of  age  was 
22,  as  compared  with  24  in  1917. 

The  mortality  under  one  year  ])er  1,{)()()  births 
registered  was  84. G,  as  (‘Oinpared  with  87.7  in  the  i)revious 
year.  The  rate  for  England  a.j)d  Wales  for  1918  was  97. 

242  births  were  notified  during  the  year,  and  229 
were  visited  by  the  Health  \Tsitor.  The  total  number  of 
vi'^its  made  was  2,885. 

The  Maternity  Centie  was  closed  during  the  whole 
year,  but  has  now  been  re-o])ened,  with  encouiaging 
results.  The  drafting  of  a com])rehensive  scheme  for  the 
extension  of  this  work  is  in  preparation,  and  will  doubtless 
have  been  adopted  before  this  rei)ort  is  in  })iint. 

B linns. 

The  number  of  births  registered  in  the  Borough  was 
200,  as  com])ared  with  262  in  1917.  The  birth-rate  was 
18.5  per  1,000.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was 
17.7. 


Of  the  2G0  birllis,  125  were  males  and  1-35  females. 
Of  these  28  were  illegitimate — 14  males  and  14  females. 

DEATHS. 

The  dc'alhs  at  all  ages  were  234  (as compared  with 
22!)  in  1!MT),  giving'  a death-iate  of  18.6.  Ihe^ 

J4ngiaiid  and  NValeis  was  17. (i.  I'he  rate  for  IGIT  was 
18.3,2. 

The  j)rincij)al  causes  of  death  were'  as  folloiws:  — 
Influenza,  23;  Pulmonary  Tuherculoisis,  IT;  Cancer,  2,; 
( Irganic  Heart  Disease,  -V-);  Bronchitis,  18;  Pneumonia, 
20 ; Violence-,  3. 

The  two  epidemics  of  Influenza  affected  tlie-  town  very 
severely,  and  there  were  few  hoiiuses  that  escaped.  Many 
of  the  cases  were  o-f  a seveie  nature,  and  lung-  complica- 
tions were  very  frequent,  (tut  of  the  233,  deaths  43  were 
due  to  Influenza  or  P'neumonia. 

I have  to  thank  Mrs.  Holmes  and  Mr.  Mooney  for 
their  assistance  in  the  work  of  my  Department  during  the 
year  and  in  the  conii)ilation  of  this  Pei)ort,  and  Dr. 
CTi'egory  for  acting  as  my  Deimty.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  Births  numbered  197,  as  against  196  for  1917,  this 
being  an  increase  of  1. 

The  Deatlis  numbered  177,  as  against  111  for  1917,  this 
being  an  increase  of  66. 


DEATHS. 

During  the  year  there  were  160  Deaths  of  residents  in 
the  District.  The  Death-rate  for  the  year  was  15.53  per 
1,000  per  annum.  (Tlie  Deaths  wliich  occurred  in  the  East 
Birling  Asylum  are  excluded  from  this  and  the  following 
calculations.)

The  following  is  the  Report  sent  to  me  by  your  Sur- 
veyor : — 

The  whole  of  the  District  is  l>eing  systematically  exam- 
ined, and  during  the  past  twelve  months  some  473  houses 
and  cottages  have  been  inspected  as  regards  their  suitability 
for  habitation,  etc. 

The  number  of  notices  served  during  the  past  year  has 
been  one  Statutory  and  thirty-two  Informal  Notices,  besides 


many  requests  made  to  owners  or  occupiers  to  improve  and 
carry  out  minor  works,  and  the  result  of  such  notices  is,  that 
with  one  exception,  all  have  been  complied  with. 

During  the  same  period  two  complaints  have  been 
received,  and  both  were  made  good  after  visiting  the  sites 
of  the  complaints.  A list  of  the  works  carried  out  is  appended 
at  the  end  of  this  report. 

All  houses  requiring  disinfection  are  disinfected  immed- 
iately on  receiving  notice  from  the  M.edical  Officer. 

In  the  spring  of  the  year,  and  also  in  the  latter  ])art  of 
the  autumn,  the  District  was  subject  to  very  heavy  rains, 
and  at  no  time  during  the  past  twelve  months  has  there  been 
any  ajiparent  shortage  of  water. 

Great  difliculty  has  been  experienced  in  getting  essential 
work  carried  out  during  the  past  year,  particularly  as  to 
drainage,  repairs  to  property,  and  buildings  generally,  on 
account  of  the  great  scarcity  of  labour  consequent  on  so  many 
men  being  in  the  Army,  and  the  heavy  cost  of  materials,  but 
particularly  labour. 

The  drainage  in  Newbald  requiring  renewing  and  recon- 
structing in  Sanitary  ])ipes  in  place  of  Land  pipes  has  been 
carried  out. 

The  Filter  connected  with  Dalton  Camp  have  been 

attended  to  with  (air  regidarity  during  the  past  year.  The 
otlier  Aerodromes,  etc.,  of  a Military  nature  have  taken  up  a 
considerable  part  of  my  time,  and  one  of  the  Bases  near  the 
Hiver  Humbei’  is  being  considerably  enlarged. 

Plans  for  two  Cottages  were  deposited  and  approved,  but 
owing  to  tlie  restrictions  placed  u])on  Builders  by  D.O.E.A. 
they  have  not  yet  been  commenced. 

During  the  past  year  a considerable  number  of  ])eo})le 
h.i\e  lesided  temporarily  in  the  District,  caused  ])rincipally 
tiuougl)  the  .\ir  Baids,  and  as  far  as  possible  overcrowding  has 
been  avoided. 


Ill  several  Parislies,  and  particularly  in  the  Villages,  the 
drains  have  received  attention  and  many  cleansed  out.

Every  child  suffering  from  an  Infectious  Disease,  and 
other  children  of  the  saine  family,  are  excluded  from  School, 
until  a Medical  Certificate  of  recovery  is  furnished  by  the 
Medical  Attendant.
